Meanwhile Helen Geiselman, a nurse 
bt the 
Warner 
Hospital, 
confessed 
mother of the child and its slayer, oc­ 
cupies a private room in the hospital, 
unaware that a guard is stationed out 
side her door and that a warrant has 
been issued charging her with murder. 
H er condition is virtually unchanged, 
but there are indications 
of improve­ 
m ent. 
She is still seriously ill 
from 
the effects 
of bichloride 
o f mercury 
poisoning, which she took following a 
confession she made to State police 
early in the week. 
It is said she will 
not be able to be moved from the hos­ 
pital for at least two w eeks. 


Persons who have seen Miss Geisel- 
man describe her 
as being extrem ely 
despondent; 
her eyes expressing 
the 
unspeakable anguish she is suffering. 
She talks rarely and then only to ans­ 
wer questions asked 
of 
her. 
Her 
•friends apparently are few outside of 
lier immediate 
fam ily. 
She became 
connectcxi with the hospital about the 
middle of last August as a substitute 
nurse. 
Before that tim e she had been 
doing private nursing in this vicinity. 
J. Donald Swope, Esq., has been re­ 
tained as counsel for Miss Geisclman 
by her fam ily. 


Whether the coroner’s jury w ill in­ 
corporate in their verdict certain evi­ 
dence, it is said they have discovered, 
which is contradictory to parts of the 
signed confessions is not known. 
In­ 
dications have been given that several 
o f the authorities interested in the case 
are o f the opinion 
that at least one 
other person knew' of the birth 
and 
death of the child and the disposal of 
its body. 
It is also the belief general­ 
ly that a number of persons knew of 
Miss 
Geiselman’s 
condition 
several 
months ago. 
It is not likely, however, 
that the coroner’s 
jury will comment 
upon 
this phase 
of tho ca**-. 
This 
angle of thi* tragedy, it is 
believed, 
could be brought out only by an inves­ 
tigation at the hospital.

Peking, May I—The battle for the 
possession o f Peking was still continu­ 
ing today, the advantage 
apparently 
going to the forces of General Wu Pei- 
Fu, who is driving toward the capital 
from the south. Advices from tho cen­ 
ter of the fighting, 12 miles southwest 
of the city, were that General Fu was 
forcing the soldiers of General Chang 
Tso-Lin from Changsintien and that 
the tide of battle was rolling eastw'ard 
toward the southern walls of Peking. 
Heavy gun fire broke out to the east 
of 
Chang Sintien 
at 9 o’clock 
last 
night 
continuing 
interm ittently
